As previously reported to the Commission, certain 
small 1 lead metal fragments uncovered in connection with this 
matter were analysed spectrographically to determine whether 
they could be associated with one or more .of the lead bullet 
frr.gr, '.c v;s and no significant differences were found within 
the sensitivity of the spectrograph! c method. 

Because of the higher sensitivity of the neuti'on 
activation analysis, certain of the small lead fragments were 
then subjected to neutron activation analyses and comparisons 
with the larger ballet fragments. The items analysed* included 
the following: Cl - bullet from stretcher; C2 - fragment from 

front seat cusnion; C4 and C5 ~ metal fragments from President 
Kennedy’s head; C9 - metal fragment from the arm of Governor 

Conn ally; C16 - metal fragments from rear floor board era-net 
of the car. 


While minor variations in composition were found by
